Indications of Increasing Wfallii. 

In civilized countiiea tho banklnjf 
InBtlluilonB are generally aoooplod as 
a fair gauge of wealth. Applying ibia 
teat to the Provinoes of Ontario and 
Qaebeo^ It will be foand that the wealth 
of thego two ProviDoes has Inoroaaed 
at a ratio whiob. If not without a par- 
allel, le at least eminently Batisfaotory, 
The retarna before as cover tho five 
ycara ending in 1812. In 1867 the aa- 
tborixed bank capital was thlrty-Bevon 
and a half million. In 1872 it had risen 
to oloae upon forty-eight. At the 
former date the paid up capital was a 
little over twenty-nine mllllonB. At 
the latter it exceeded forty-two. In «• 
sets tho progress is atlU more marked. 
In 1S67 the total asaeta amounted to 
over BovoQtyrone and a half millions. 
In 1872 thoy closely approximated one 
hundred and thirty-eight and a half 
milliona. Horo is an Increase in tho 
asBOts of the banks of nearly eixty- 
aeven millions In the brief space of fivo 
years, and this, too, in tho face of tho 
fact that, during the period covered 
by those returns, two banks— the 'Com- 
mercial' and the «Goro'— dieappoarcd 
from tho list. AnolLer proof ol the 
growing basinesB of the country is found 
in the iaot that the note circulation ol 
the bankB inoreaaed a little more than 
twelve and a half millions, or at tho 
rate ot nearly fifty per cent, during 
the fiyo years. Eut what slill more 
emphatically announces the rapidly ac- 
cumnlaiing wealth ot the massea is tho 
increase in savlnge deposiia, amonotiDg 
to clOi-e upon twelve milliona during 
the abovemeniioned period, beingoigbtyn 
five per cent on the amount in 1867. 
If Jonfederation has not boon the proxi. 
mate cause, it has at least marked the 
rising of this tide of prosperity. The 
ratio of progress has not, there is every 
reason to believe, been less marked in 
the Maritime Pruvincee, although 
there is do evidence before as to ihut 
eflfeot. Ii is a most gratifying reflection 
thai the first five years of Confedera- 
tion have br' Ogjt about such Brtisfttciory 
results. ' Jlay it not be hoped that ai 
the end of the next five years British 
Colombia will be foand to have 
taken ber fitting rank and position in 
the list of progress 7 With the retention 
of the present able and Bnlighteoed 
statesmen in power at Ouawa, and 
with a more eooaomical and eneigetio 
administration here, there ia no reason 
to donbl that our first five yearn uf 
Confederation will do at leant as mach 
on the Pacific, as the first five have 
done on the Ailantio,

[From the Ban Fraaolico Bullatln. j 
In I860, a man came ti this city from Pa- 
nama, and making hie reaidenoe atone of 
the principal hotels, lived in atylo, giivo din- 
ners, and entertained oapitalifita aodoommer- 
oial sen with vIbIoos of an independent lloe 
of ataamera from Panama to San Franofaco, 
oonneottag with a Boyal line to New Zea- 
land and Anatialfa, He was an Englishman 
beyond the middle age, and of great addres<. 
He gave the name of Thomoa Stevens, aod 
rBpriBButed himself to be the agent of the 
Royal lice, and aucceeded in obtaining from 
a firm bore S2,500. All el onoe be diaap- 
peared, and bia fame followed close at bis 
beelB, The mild-mannered, plaoaible and 
ineinnaiing old mao was no agent, but a no- 
toiiooB Engllah forger— a man educated for 
tho mioiatry, bat who took to a career of 
crime as if by naturalgravitatioo. Oicourae 
when hie troe oboraoter was made known 
the Brm which had paid him $2,500 began to 
bo soliciious lor theaaltty ol their investment 
and anxious lo sea Stevens again. He had 
swindled people in Loodoo, Aaetralia and 
Pauama, and tbey (eared he intended also 
to swindle them. Tbe case wss intioated 
to Capt. Lars, and the result was that Ste- 
vens waa brought back from New York, 
which place he had reached by overland 
►tige. Reinroedto tbia city, he tvas indict- 
ed fur stealing a sum «( money from a woman 
and ber daughter, who gave it to him to pur- 
obsBB ihena b psstage ticket oo one of the 
Panama steamers. Strenoona efforts were 
made to save Stsveoe, bat ho was conv'cted 
and saolenced to tbe State Prison lor the 
term of three yeare. He earveo oat bia full 
terai, and on being reteosed, returned at once 
to the praotice of bis profesaioo. Making 
hia way to Virginia Ojiy, he defrauded some 
person there out ol S600, aod then made his 
exit and appeared again
